One has but to examine the 
magnilicent collection of luscious fruits 
on the second floor of the agriculture 
building and they will certainly come 
away with the impression that already 
t be province has made a remarkable 
start to achieve the goal predicted by 
Professor Van 1 lenutn. 

The Fruit Exhibit 
The fruit exhibits — and there are over 
l.tMHI plates entered for competition, be- 
sides individual displays and commercial 
displays — are remarkably clean, bright 
and highly colored. This is particularly 
true of apples, the plates containing uni- 
form specimens anil present a handsome 
appearance. The competitions arc di- 
vided into four sections — exhibits of ap- 
ples and pears only, from east and west 
of North Bend, exhibits of traits open 
to the world, and commercial exhibits. 

The collection of fall anil winter varie- 
ties of apples from all parts ol' the prov- 
ince form the most prominent featuri of 
vhole display. There is a small 
but verv line display of grapes, notnbly 
thai of Flaming Tokays from the orch- 
ards of Thomas G. Karl, the veteran 
fruit grower of Lytton. The varieties 
of grapes shown include Niagaras, Con- 
cords, Brighton, Sweetwater, Delaware 
and Morris Diamond. 

Crab tipples make an excellent show- 
ing and there is very keen competition, 
particularly in the class of Hyslops.

NEW YORK. Oct. 2.— By the con- 
fession of Henry A. Leonard, a 
young clerk in the employ of 
Halle & Stieglitz, brokers at No. 
30 Broad street, the mystery of the theft 
on Wednesday of $350,000 worth of se- 
curities from the National City bunk 
was cleared. Leonard, who lives with 
his parents at .No. 580 East One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-sixth street, was arrest- 
ed today and kepi in close confinement 
while the detectives continued their 
search for the missing securities, every 
dollar of whii h was recovered today. 

The prisoner, who is only 21 years old, 
and who had previously borne the repu- 
tation of an industrious and thoroughly 
tellable clerk, made the astounding state- 
ment in his confession that he bad 
planned ami carried out his scheme of 
forgery and robbery, not from any crim- 
inal niotive, but solely to show by what 
a simple device the elaborate safeguards 
of New York banks couid be set at 
naught. That this statement is true is 
in a measure corroborated by the facts 
in the cise. ami it is the belief of the 
young man's employers, by whom he was 
highly esteemed. 

Soon after the theft Leonard mailed a 
package containing $300,000 in securi- 
ties to the residence of Dyer Pearl, se- 
nior member of tin- linn of Pearl iv Com- 
pany, by whom they were owned. 

The package was received by .Mrs. 
I'ejtrl yesterday. Today Leonard's la- 
ther turned over to the police the remain- 
ing $5!t,000 in stocks and bonds, which 
he said had been found in a wardrobe in 
his house, where his son bad secreted 
them before bis arrest. Leonard was 
held in the Tombs police court in ?0<J,- 
000 hail for further examination. 

After leaving the court on his way to 
prison he said in response lo a question: 
"I did it on a bet." 

Planning "The Plant" 
Leonard told the police today that 
be conceived the idea of the theft 
some three or four months ago, and 
had been planning during that time 
to execute the plan and show how easy 
such a. .scheme could be practiced on 
the banks of New York. 

On the '.Mitll of September be said 
he found four blank checks on the 
Hanover National bank. That was in 
the forenoon. Later in the same day 
be said that be was In the corridor of 
the National City Bank and among 
the men waiting In line he saw a man 
holding In his hand an envelope marked 
"$300,000, 4 M percent" on tin- envelope. 
He said be heard Hie loan clerk tell 
the messenger that the Interest was 4Vi 
and not -Hi. Then, he said, the mes- 
senger went out. 

Leonard had his cue and went to the 
Bowery and there ordered a rubber 
certification stamp. Before he ordered 
this stamj) he had cut out the certifi- 
cation of an old check from which the 
stamp was to be copied. After he 
secured the stamp, lie tilled out the 
body of the check, drawn on the Hano- 
ver National Bank. 

He then said he went to Wall street 
and balled a passing boy and asked 
htm if he knew where the National 
City Bank was. The boy said he did 
not. Leonard then said he told him, 
"Take this check to No. 52 Wall street 
and hand if to the loan clerk." Leon- 
ard in the meantime stood opposite 
the custom house and saw the boy take 
the package and come out with the 
securities.

It might be noted also that after the 
agreement was signed on Saturday night 
a committee of the men and Manager 
Stockett had a very pleasant meeting 
and parted with most cordial relations 
between them. 

Mackenzie King leaves tomorrow on 
liis way to Ottawa and -may remain a 
day or twoMn Yictoria. 

The Agreement 

The agreement reads as follows: 

Memorandum of agreement entered in- 
to this 30tll day of September, A. D. 
1005, between the Western Fuel Cotu- 
'pany, hereafter called "The Company," 
of the first part and the employees of 
the Western Fuel Company, represented 
by a committee of live, elected at a duly 
called mass meeting, hereinafter called 
"The Men," of the second part. 

That for and in consideration of the 
several conditions hereinafter mentioned 
and the mutual advantages of the pat-tics 
it is agreed by and between the parties 
thereto as follows: 

First — The rates, terms and conditions 
in effect at both No. 1 and Northlichl 
mines during the month of May, 1003, 
shall continue in effect during the term 
of this agreement, except as hereinafter 
provided. 

.Second— The payment of a sum not ex- 
ceeding ($1) per month, per employee, by 
all underground employees of No. 1 
mine, to cover the cost of transportation 
'to and from Protection island is agreed 
'lo and the company is hereby authorized 
to collect such stun monthly. 

It being understood that immediately 
upon the restoration of.tae hours of un- 
derground labor existing prior to Jane 
1st, 1005, the company will assume the 
entire cost of transportation, and the 
company agrees to restore the old hoars 
of labor just as soon as ii is in a position 
to do so legally. 

Third — The system of dockage inspec- 
tion as practice, I al No. 1 mine shall be 
effective at both No. 1 and Northfield 
mines, wilh penalties for refuse mailer, 
in lieu of suspension, as follows: 

Up to ami including 50 lbs. of refuse 
per car. double dockage, over 50 ami in- 
cluding 100 lbs. of refuse per car, confis- 
cation of car. Over 100 lbs. of refuse 
per car, dimsissa! after investigation. 

Provided that any party dismissed 
may have a right to appeal lo tin- super- 
intendent, of mines, whose decision shall 
lie final. 

Fourth — The company agrees to a min- 
imum rate of three dollars ($.",) per shift 
for miners in the lower seam workings 
of Xo. 1 mine. 

Competency of Workmen 

It is understood that the superintend- 
ent of mines shall be the Judge as to 
the ability of the party to earn such min- I 
imum. 

Fifth — The company agrees to recog- 
nize and meet a sub-committee of three 
from the committee of live on matters 
(relating to this agreement, or any new 
matters changing the status thereof. 

Any vacancy on the committee of live 
l'o he tilled a I a duly called mass meeting 
of the underground employees of the com- 
pany. 

The committee of live to have the 
handling of the eheek-weightnan's anil 
|gu« committee funds. 

Sixth — The company agrees not to dis- 
criminate against any former employee 
ami to reinstate any former employee 
1 applying for work as rapidly as the mine 
conditions anil trade permit. 

All parties applying for work shall by 
j their signature endorse this agreement. 
; Seventh— The terms and duration of 
Ibis agreement shall be for a period of 
It wo years, beginning October 1st. 1005, 
I «ud terminating September 30th, li)07. 
Eighth — This agreement to be effective 
shall bear the signature of the manager 
land superintendent of mines for the com- 
pany, and the committee of live for the 
men. and the approval signature of the 
[president of the company.

Every one was cheery, 
and n feeling that Niinaimo was now 
about to enjoy such prosperity never be- 
fore experienced was universal. 
All Is Now Bustle 

Hp at the mines all is bustle and' stir. 
The colliery company has every available 
engineer and fireman at work getting 
the machinery in working order. The 
huge furnaces have been lit and the work 
of pumping out No. 1 mine commenced. 
Stari Work at Brechin 

If is expected that the miners will 
start work at Brechin tomorrow, as the 
mine has been kept free of water 
throughout the strike and is in perfect 
condition to commence work. Conse- 
quently about 200 men will be able to 
Iresume work Tuesday morning. It will 
be a few days, however, before No. 1 
mine can be made workable. Being a 
large mine, the larger portion of which 
is under Nnnaimo harbor, Newcastle 
and Protection islands, a large amount, 
of water and gas must necessarily have 
accumulated. This, of course, will 
have to be removed by the huge fans 
and pumps I hat: are now in operation. 
All things considered, it will be a month 
before this mine is turning out its form- 
er output The terms of settlement, 
which are hound by a two years contract, 
are eminently satisfactory to all. The 
adjustment was accomplished by coin- 
promises on both sides, Mr. W. L. Mc- 
Kenzie King acting as intermediary.

The Tariff Commission 

Vancouver, Oct. 2.— H. Bell-Irving 
represented the salmon canning inter- 
ests before the tariff commission. He 
wanted preferential trade relations with 
Australia and New Zealand, a reduc- 
tion of the duty on netting and wire 
rope used in salmon nets, and a rebate 
in duty on tinplate used for cans sent 
outside the country. At the evening 
session, the duty on mining machinery 
w;ts taken up, and representatives, of 
the local iron works wanted a duty 
put on such machinery as is at present 
admitted free. The commission con- 
cluded its session here about 11 p. m., 
and meets in Victoria on Thursday. 

Hon. Sidney Fisher, minister of agri- 
culture, arrived here today to attend 
the opening of the stock show at the 
Dominion exhibition at -New Westmin- 
ster tomorrow. lie is accompanied by 
Dr. J. G. Rutherford, head of the vet- 
erinary department, who is one of the 
judges. 

Lumber and Shingle Men 

The British Columbia lumber and 
shingle manufacturers presented a 
strong case before the tariff commis- 
sion today. They asked for a $2 duty 
on United States lumber going into 
I he prairie provinces, and 30 cents per 
thousand on shingles into Canada. 
Hon. Mr. Fielding said there seemed 
to be no necessity for the shingle duty, 
as the shingle manufacturers of the 
States did not compete in Canada. It 
was explained that there would be a 
necessity In the future when clear 
cedar was scarce and the quality of 
Canadian shingles was superior. The 
manufacturers explained that the lum- 
bermen had to pay duty on rails and 
machinery, etc., and everything used in 
lumber manufacture, but the fanner 
had no duty to pay on lumber, although 
he paid duty on nearly every other 
commodity. The British Columbia 
mills, through lumber dealers on the 
prairies, had carried the prairie farmers 
last season for a million dollars, and 
they, the British Columbia mills, hail 
to pay cash for the farmers' wheat, 
which was dutiable. The commission- 
ers wanted to know if. in case a duty 
were imposed, (he price would be in- 
creased. R. II. Alexander and T. F, 
Paterson, the principal speakers, said 
probably not, but no promise would 
be made. It. H. Alexander thought il 
would be a good thing for Canada if 
Australia gave a preferential tariff on 
lumber; as it was, the United States 
got all the trade. Hon. Mr. fielding 
said he was glad this was mentioned, 
as they were already In communica- 
tion with the Australian commission- 
ers, who expressed themselves guard- 
edly and made no promises.

Old time Methodists gasped In 
amazement when they looked over the 
new hymnal of their church, which was 
recently seen for the first time in their 
houses of worship. 

There were new hymns by writers 
who had no degrees In divinity, and the 
composers were of the modern school, 
who gave a decidedly florid touch to 
many of the scores, livery hymn end- 
ed in •'Amen," a fad which had already 
caused communicants of the old school 
to protest, for they declare that such 
a. finale is ritualistic and Is loo much 
like the services of the Roman Catholic 
and Protestant Episcopal churches. 

First to test the new hymnal was 
Calvary church, Seventh avenue and 
i 120th streel. Aiming the Innovations 
J there was n 'new tune for R. Heber's 
| "The Son of God," composed by Henry 
P. Cutler. Another musical setting, 
that by .Spencer Lane, was also pro- 
vided for "In the Hour of Trial." 

Hardly had the service closed than 
an aged man approached the pastor, 
the Rev. Dr. Charles L. Goodell. and 
asked him If he was aware of the fact 
that the putting of the "Amen" to 
Methodist hymns had already stirred 
up grave dissensions among the 
churches. He expressed surprise that 
such a thing should he Instituted in 
this country. There is a feeling among 
some of the older followers of John 
Wesley that "Amen" should be spoken 
rather than sung. 

It is also a surprise to the conserva- 
tive clement to observe the scope which 
has been .shown In the selection of 
hymns, for the 103 -writers include Ro- 
man Catholics, Unitarians, Presbyter- 
ians, Episcopalians, Moravians, Luther- 
ans and many whose exact shading of 
religious belief is not known at all., 

Rudyard Kipling is represented by 
his "Recessional" and Tennyson's "The 
Crossing of the Bar" has a prominent 
place. Richard Watson Gilder has 
written a hymn especially for the vol- 
ume entitled, "To Thee.

— How Adam Krlnkle Earned 
a Hundred. 



) The mystery of tho strange disappear- 
ance of Walter Stanley, a settler ou Hel- 
by island, opposite Iiainfield creek, has 
never been solved. Many residents on 
■Alberni canal believe the missing man 
was murdered by an Indian. 
. «Stauley disappeared at the beginning 
lot .Inly. He lived alone on liis small 
dsland ranch in a tent, and was last .seen 
on July 3rd, when lie told a visitor that 
he intended to do some slashing to clear 
his pre-emption. Ou July 11th lie was 
missed and investigation showed that, 
with the exception of his shotgun, an 
'axe, cap and undershirt. Ids kooiIs were 
in their usual place. His clothes were 
found in his tent, his trousers hung over 
a chair with the suspenders attached 
.and seventy cents in small change in the 
pockets, and Ids socks were tucked in his 
'boots. His undershirts were on a chair, 
llis boat, with both oars in place, was 
found on the beach. Because of these 
facts it was believed that he might have 
ibeen drowned while bathing. 
I July 8th an Indian was seen in the 
neighborhood, but this fact elicited little 
■comment at the time, as the settler's isl- 
and was in the way followed by Indian 
canoes in going up and down Alberni 
canal anil Berkley Sound. However, 
an Indian known to have had a griev- 
ance against Stanley has been missing 
since that time. 

Danced at Potlatch 

It seems that Stanley had incurred the 
enmity of some of the Indians and of 
this man in particular. Stanley a short 
time before his disappearance had gone 
to a potlatch held by the Indians of the 
-section at Nunlukamus, a little village 
on Alberni canal. While the dancing 
was in progress the settler had painted 
Ms face and jumped, out from the asserfl- 
Ibly of Siwashes seated about the (ires in 
the lodge 'to jinn the dancers. Stanley 
■hud bopped 'about and jumped after the 
manner of the Indian dancers, miiuick- 
the movements of the native,-. This an- 
gered the tribesmen a good deal. Later. 
Vine of the Indians, who was notorious 
■for his bad disposition, had a nuurr.d 
with his klootchman. The woman hail 
left him. She wanted to get her effects 
from the lodge of her late husband and 
asked several Indians to gel t h em for 
her. They, fearing the husband, would 
not do so. Stauley volunteered to get 
file woman's "iktas" lor iter and did so. 
thus incurring the enmity of the Indian. 
Bag With Money Missing 

Those resident! of Alberni who were 
eognizanl of these things hold the theory 

ihut the Indian landed at the island I 

murdered Stanley., Tho settler was 
known to have had aboul Si.~i. which lie 
had earned a short time before. Tills 
money he carried in a small canvas l>n:_' 
tied about his neck. The bag is miss- 
ing, as is the .mm, which, with the axe. 
were among the most valuable articles 
he possessed. There was no > i^rn of a 
struggle seen about the lent by those 
■who investigated the spot, but, so the 
believers in the murder theory believe, 
the missing man was probably decoyed to 
tin' beach, where he was killed. The 
tlooding tidie would obliterate all marks 
of any struggle on the lie;, eh. That the 
clothes were left in the tent is due. il 
is 'believed by some, to the fuel thai the 
murderer stripped the victim to secure 
■the bag holding the nn y. which Stan- 
ley was known to wear about his neck. 
Although the theory of foul play is held 
by many, there are many others who are 
of the opinion Stanley wits accidentally 
Vdrowned while bathing. Nothing has 
been heard of him since July 11th. He 
[was considered siJly\ haiJll-witted by 
vsoine: others say lie was a siniple-iniud- 
'od man. quiet audi easy going. As the 
sealing schooners will doubtless arrive 
from Beh ring Sea within the next few 
weeks an investigation will probably bp 
made in keeping with the theory held 
thai the suspected Indian was re/spon- 
siide for the disappearance of the sciii- 

Wlllle blasting at Keewatin for the new 
(lour mill oic of the fragments .if rock 
was hurled through the side of a building 
loll feet away, .loseph Kennedy of Alpena, 
Mich., and 'Elijah wntorson, was struck 
and both fatally Injured.

Sergeant Murray of the provincial 
police is investigating a shooting affair' 
as a result of which Harry Monteith Is 
in St. Joseph's Hospital with four bul- 
let boles through bis right foot and a 
wound at the side, where the buckshot 
struck and glanced; and Montelth'H 
dog is dead, having been Instantly 
killed by the same discbarge of buck- 
shot whose* scattering pellets wounded 
the master. 

Monteith and John Russell went 
from Victoria on a shooting trip in the 
vicinity of Goldstream. They were 
about two miles from the Goldstream 
power bouse when night fell. They 
found a camping place near the road- 
side, close by a small pool. A tire 
was made and the two men got into 
their sleeping bags and lay down about 
twenty feet from the roadway. They 
went to sleep about !) p. m. Monteith 
was sleeping with his feet toward the 
road, while his companion was at an 
angle, the forms of the two men mak- 
ing a V. Mpnteith's dog, which came 
and licked bis face as be lay down, 
cuddled alongside him under the hunt- 
er's coat. 

While the men were sleeping, aboul 
10:30 p. m., a shot was tired from the 
road. The charge killed the dog and 
wounded Monteith. Me opened bis 
eyes as soon as be heard the sound of 
the gun and saw tho Hash. The next 
instant he felt tho shot under Ills foot. 
His dog at the same time grunted. 
As he pushed the dog, which was then 
on Ids breast, from him, he felt a raw 
wound, which was bleeding profusely. 
The charge had entered the dog's 
shoulder, killing tho animal instantly. 
Miscreants Made Off 

The wounded man shouted to his 
companion that In? bad been shot. 
Russell, when awakened, thought his 
friend was joking, but soon realized 
what had happened. He ran to the 
road, lit a match and shouted. "You 
might come back and help us now." 
There was no answer. Russell then 
made bis friend as comfortable as pos- 
sible and poked up the lire. 

It was then 10: -10 p. m. Russell got 
water and did all he could, standing by 
the unfortunate Monteith until day- 
light, when a wheelbarrow was secured 
from Mr. Ross, caretaker of the Gold- 
stream plant. Russell wheeled his 
wounded companion to the Goldstream 
plant, twp miles away, In the wheel- 
barrow, and in answer to a telephone 
message Mr. Cameron drove from the 
city In rapid time and brought the 
wounded man to the city, where lie 
was placed under the care of Doctors 
R. L. Fras.»r and fiibbs. He is at the 
St. Joseph's Hospital, where an exam- 
ination was made of his wounded foot. 
It was found that four of the buckshot 
pellets had penetrated the foot and 
another had glanced off. An operation 
will take place this morning to remove 
the shot. 

Two men were seen in a cart at 
10:10 p. in. on Saturday near tho scene 
of the shooting. They had pit-lamps. 
A cart in which wore two men was 
seen rapidly driven past the Gold- 
stream hotel about 11 o'clock, coming 
toward the city. It Is believed the 
hunter who killed the dog and wounded 
Monteith was engaged in "pit-lamping" 
and mistaking the eyes of the dog for 
those of a deer, fired, with the lament- 
able, results as recorded. Had he 
stopped to succor the wounded man, 
the wounds would have been attended 
to at least twelve hours before Mon- 
teith was able to reach the city. The 
particulars were reported to the pro- 
vincial police, and Sergeant Murray 
went to make an Investigation.

INTERCOLONIAL METHODS. 

Hon. II. R. Kniniorson has been milk- 
ing a very mi 11 lit C inspection of the In- 
tercolonial railway, accompanied by the 
deputy minister of railways, and in an 
interview given t" the Montreal Herald 
upon his .return to Montreal he speaks 
with every confidence of his ability to 
make the road pay without following 
any of the numerous suggestions thai 
have been made for his benefit, includ- 
ing the selling of the road lo a private 
corporation, I he placing of the manage- 
ment in the hands of a com- 
mission. t or the putting of it in 
charge of a railway expert. lie 
would noi anticipate his report to the 
Government by giving details of what he 
has in mind. He was well satisfied with 
the condition of the road, especially 
wit Ii i he i lannda Eastern section. ( !on- 
trary -to statements made by his col- 
leagues when discussing t he n ITairs of t he 
Intercolonial, he states that the causes 
of the increasing expenditure and Mil ex- 
istence' of large deficits are entirely out- 
side of political considerations. What, 
then, conies of the positive statements 

Of- the Crime Minister thai 1 he sole cause 

of all the trouble on the Intercolonial 

-was its political relationship to the gov- 
ennmcntV Mr. Emmerson commented 
very severely oil the action ot the boards 

of trade along the route of the railway, 
from which he said a grctll deal more 
mischief hud arisen llian from members 
.of parliament or political agendo? of any 



kind. He hail had a great deal of inter- 
ference from them,:aiid appeared to re- 
sent it very much. 

■ Mr. Emmerson does not liolieyo in 
management 'by commission. You can- 
not, he says, get rid of political influence 
in that way, mid points out that the very 
appointments to start with would be po- 
litical. I !ut l hen Mr. Enimerson is a 
politician pure and simple, and the Gov- 
ernment is no| and has never yet proved 
itself si mug enough to resist influence 
in appointments in which il is desirable 
to get away from the atinospliero of poli- 
tics altogether, In considering the ap- 
pointment of railway experts of the stat- 
us of Sir Thomas Shaiighnessy. or Mr. 
Hays, he remarked that it would be nec- 
essary to pay them salaries of from $">().- 
000 to $50,000 a year. and. added he. "do 
you think the country would stand lor 
Mint?" 

We hope thai Mr. Kmmcrson will be 
able to run Ihe Intercolonial in his own 
way and make a success of il, anil that 
,his deputy-minister at It small salary may 
prove to be a Vail Home in disguise, 
luil his interview does not give hope for 
[results, such as he indicates are to be 
looked for under his supervision. The 
business size of the Minister of Railways 
can be gathered from his last remark, 
which we .have quoted, It did nol seem 
to occur lo Mr. Emmerson thai if n 
man of the calibre of Sir Thomas 
Shaiighnessy or Mr. Hays, to whom il 
would be necessary, to pay $50,000 a year, 
could make the Intercolonial pay a divi- 
dend instead of yielding a deficit of a 
million and a half or two millions, his 
services would be vastly cheaper than 

paying fiv • six thousand dollars to 

a second i-ate man. and the country 
would gladly '■stand for it." It is not 
'the salary the country cares about; il is 
the result. Nobody but a parish poli- 
tician would care a jot about what the 
country thought about -alary provided 
he could give il what it wants — it sur- 
plus instead of a deficit. If a railway 
company can afford to pay $50,000 to its 
general manager, so can a government.

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A PRECEDENT FOR SAS- 
KATCHEWAN. 

The Winnipeg Free Press, In order 
tc bolster up the position taken by 
Lieutenant-Governor Forget when be 
called upon .Mr. Walter Scolt and 
passed over .Mr. Knultain, finds a pre- 
cedent in Nova Scotia at the time of 
Confederation. It says: 

The man called upon to In- premier 
of me first Novo Scotia government 
was Hiram Blanc-hard, w ho bad been 
mi opposition member in the Nova 
scotia House, which passed out of 
existence me June 30, 1867, just as the 
Northwest legislature and the Haultaln 
government passed out of existence mi 
August 31, 1U05. .Mr. Blancbnrd, though 
a member of the party which was 
opposed, on the general Issue of ad- 
ministration, to Dr. Tripper's govern- 
ment, was friendly to Confederation; 
and this accounts for the action of the 
Lieutenant-Govern'or In calling him. In 
mailing his choice the Lieutenant- 
Governor passed own- all members of 
the former government and Hi" leader 
or the opposition, Mr. Archibald, as 
well. 

The two men who would have been 
otherwise available as premier in the 
new province of Nova Scotia — Dr. Top- 
per (afterwards Sir Charles) and Mr. 
Archibald, leader of the" opposition of 
the previous government — both went 
into federal polities. They were not 
passed over in favor of some person 
else. Moreover, we are Informed that 
the Lieutenant - Governor consulted 
with Sir Charles Tupper on the choice 
of a lender for the new government, 
and it was upon his advice that Mr. 
Blanchard was called in. in every 
respect, therefore, in the Nova Scotia 
ease constitutional methods were 
closely followed, and instead of form- 
ing a precedent for the action taken 
by Lieutenant-Governor Forget, it Is 
entirely opposed to the course pursued 
by him. In fact, there is no precedent 
for it in the history of Canada. Every 
attempted excuse for what was done 
only places the matter in a worse light

Pearson's Magazine for October. 
Ten little mounds of snow were huddled 
clos-o by a hut mi the eastern const of 
Labrador wIil-ii the sun roue over the 
surrounding wilderness. Fur out from 
the shore the- ocean was frozen solid, mid 
over the Ice mid the Imid the gale whirl- 
ed the feathery snow about in great 
clouds. If there had been a spirit .ther- 
mometer lit the but, it. doubtless would 
have recorded temperature of at least 
thirty degrees below zero! 

With the li its t appearance of the sun, 
two swarthy men. wrapped to their eyes 
in fur, emerged from the but on snow- 
shoes, and drew 'from out the adjoining 
lean-to a long, low sledge on which was 
lashed it great heap of skins. They were 
trappers about to start for the trading 
post some forty miles up the coast. From 
the front of the sledge— they called it a 
bomatik— extended for about eight feet 
a stout sealskin strand known in those 
regions as a ibridlo. Clearly it was 
meant that draft animals of sonic kind 
should ibe attached thereto. Hut where 
were they? The trappers knew. Look- 
ing at the ten little mounds of snow, 
one of them called sharply, "llo, ho- 
llo, bo. Iio!"

Sometimes the 
trappers 5-i beside the komatik on their 
Biiowshocn to get their blood iii circula- 
tion, and once in a while they would 
have to help the dogs haul the komatik 
up a steep slope.

forty-mile journey. The dogs were tired 
and lagged more and more. The driver, 
chilled -through and hungry, became sav- 
age in Ids use of the whip. Bui sudden- 
ly on their own accord the dogs broke 
into a run, and again filled the air with 
their bowls. The whitewashed build- 
ings of the post 'had come in sight. Fast- 
er and faster Hew the dogs, and. swing- 
ing the komatik dizzily around a point of 
land, gave a series of great leaps and 
ibounds, to draw up at the post with a 
grand flourish that Mould have done 
credit to a fashionable coaching party. 

lA hard worker of extraordinary en- 
durance and indispensable withal ill the 
desolate regions of the North, where 
snow and ice reign throughout most of 
the year, the Eskimo of ••husky" dog 
yet receives a bad name from the men 
for whom be slaves with no other re- 
ward than one slender meal a day, and 
n 'bullet in the head when his live win- 
ters of service have worn him out. Ex- 
treme ferocity, cannibalism, treachery 
and cowardice are the charges brought 
against him. That they are nol with- 
out their basis its proved by an Incident 
'bordering on a tragedy that recently oc- 
curred at the ('art wright I'o-t of the 
Hudson's Bay < 'ompn ay. 

The six-year-old son of the agent, vveli 
wropped up in fur, left the post house 
one day to play ti'lxillt the door. With 
him was his faithful companion and pro- 
tector, a big mastiff that the agent had 
brought from England. The huskies 
that composed the post-team of sledge- 
hanlers at fillet had attempted I" wel- 
come the mastiff to their midst in the 



very literal sense of chewing him up: 
1 but by dint of giving two or three of 
1 the pack a good mauling, the mastiff bad 
established it. once unci for all, that ho 
was not their meat. So now while the 
litle boy romped in the snow the huskies 
skulked about at a safe distance. From 
j out the window the child's mother glnne- 
I ed occasionally to see that all wins well. 
Suddenly there was a commotion that 
sent the mother Hying in a frenzy of fear 
i to the door. One piercing scream bad 
come from the child, to be succeeded by 
a riot of yelps, snarls and howls. The 
sight that greeted the mother was ap- 
palling. Her boy was down with the 
i pack of huskies tumbling over one an- 
other to get at him, while the big mastiff 
gallantly fought to save his young charge 
' for their distended fangs. 'The child, it 
i was later learned, had fallen on a patch 
id' ice, and. tin., huskies, ever on the alert 
1 for an advantage to attack, had set upon 
him in an instant. The mastiff, who 
was a few feel away, sprang immediate- 
ly to the rescue. 

Their lust for human flesh had over- 
come tlie huskies' fear of the mastiff: 
but. while he could not save his charge 
from being shockingly bitten, his heroic 
onslaught upon the pack of maddened 
brutes prevented them from tearing the

The next day the frosty air about the 
post rang repeatedly lo the reports of a 
rifle, and when the usual silence thai 
broods over (he wilderness inn! been re 
stored, twelve husky dogs lay dead in the 
snow. Ii was an act uot s,, much of 
retributive justice as of necessary protec- 
tion; once a husky gets a taste of human 
blood, no person thereafter is safe in his 
vicinity.

"Nevertheless, it is probable that tin 
future will vindicate the wisdom of those 
elder statesmen who. as unconstitutional 
but confidential advisers, prevailed Oil 
the Mikado to overrule his ministers and 
make pence at once on the best terms 
obtainable. Those four men, Marquis 
Ito, Count Inouye, Count Matsugaln, and 
Martinis Vamagata, deserve their sover- 
eign's confidence, for they brought him 
safely through the revolution which de- 
stroyed the Shogunate and gave the Mi- 
kado the temporal power of which hi* 
forefathers had been deprived for centu- 
ries. By their thorough knowledge of 
the past they were qualified to look into 
the future. Three of them are thor- 
oughly conversant with the fiscal re- 
sources of Japan, and one of them, Va- 
magata. chief of the general staff, is bel- 
ter acquainted than any one else with 
the real condition of her army, . . . 

"Doubtless the elder statesmen also 
pointed out to the Mikado that the con- 
cessions made by him in order to bring 
about a peace were more nominal than 
real. Of course the Japanese could have 
turned to account an indemnity of 
$(S00,()0O,O0O. but in no event could. they 
have secured it, provided Russia chose 
to oppose to such a denjaad her vis iu- 
ertiae. The interned warships, while 
they might have been somewhat useful 
-at the present lime to Japan, will be 
comparatively valueless to Russia, be- 
cause they will be out of date long be- 
fore the Czar is aide lo create a new 
navy. An agreement on Russia's par: 

10 limit the naval powers in the Far 
Hast for a tern) of years would be sil- 
perllous, because Japan will be invul- 
nerable in the Pacific so long as the new 
treaty just concluded with lOllgland shall 
endure! Vladivostok will never again be 
a menace, fur the Japanese can blockade 

11 at any hour. Russia's promise to 
recognize Japanese preponderance in 
Keren will now have to be fulfilled, be- 
cause, with the exception of Vladivos- 
tok's garrison, Russia's soldiers will be 
hundreds ,.1' miles away, instead of being 
posted, as they were in HHKt, on Ihc 
north bank of the Vain, finally, by ac- 
quiring Port Arthur and by restoring 
all tin- rest of Manchuria to Chinese 
jurisdiction, the Japanese have delivered 
themselves from the incubus ,if Russian 
aggression and have irreparably shut; 
lered Russia's power in the Par ICast."

tness with the language 
of a people that bus been spoken by 
them in their own country for genera- 
tions, and brought to its perfection by 
centuries of Improxement or change to- 
ward simpler forms. Take our own 
country. How is it a possibility to ex- 
pect purity of speech of the great ma- 
jority of our population? In Quebec 
we have in many communities, French, 
Scotch, Irish, Italian and English, liv- 
ing together. Inevitably the language 
of each reacts upon the others. Com- 
mon French phrases, often in a cor- 
rupted form, are used by members ot 
the whole community, and gradually 
becomes a part of the community's 
common speech. A Scotsman. with 
his broad accent, who has a French 
wife and children with the character- 
istics of both races evident, will, hi 
some measure at least, Influence the 
accent and form of ,-ven the French 
language, and oftentimes coin new 
words which gradually become a part 
of the vocabulary of the family. The 
"habitant" tongue, even If corrupted, 
mixed with the English, with Influ- 
ences of the Scotch and Irish accents, 
will eventually produce a peculiar Pro- 
vincial accent, distinctly confined to 
Quebec. From the Maritime Provinces 
comes perhaps the most pleasing and 
nearly English act cut of any extend- 
ed Influence in Canada. That of On- 
tario is a composite, part American, 
part English, largely tempered with 
both northern and southern Irish. The 
West is merely a country of many 
languages, accents and grammatical 
constructions, In which no one element 
is predominating enough to he really of 
distinctive Influence. 
; We have men who speak the purest 
English ami French, and others' who 
speak their native tongues with, at 
least, a certain correctness. We have 
divers languages in divers stages of 
perfection and corruption. We are 
continually open to Influence of ac- 
cent, ton,- or pronunciation from many 
nationalities. How impossible, then, 
to prescribe a national ideal of lan- 
guage, until the rough piecing together 
is accomplished. 

So zealous upholders of the host ex 
presslona of language must be content 
to wail. Uphold the purest accents. 
Ih.-hl for tin- wblest possible influence 

of sp h— to do this is wise. But it is 

also wise to he patient and wait pa- 
tiently for results Italian is but cor- 
rupted. Latin. English a mixture of 
Anglo-Saxon, French, Creek.

So 
when people bewail our corrupted 
speech, so long as tone Is not also cor- 
rupted, we may possibly be sanguine 
and hopeful. We have corrupted and 
(lien applied to our own use many In- 
dian words, which are daily nn out 
tongues. By their absorption we have 
lost nothing. Our language has gained 
and become richer. For she e "tainted" 
money may be put to good investment, 
so "corruptions of speech" from other 
' tongues may mean but an added riches 
of vocabulary for future use. In a typi- 
cal Canadian tongue, with a distinct 
and predominating Canadian accent. 

CANADA AND THE IMPERIAL NAVY 

The Question of an Independent 
Fleet. 

' "Apex" iii Naval and Military Record. 

An article which recently appeared In 
The Outlook on "Canada and the Im- 
perial Navy" gives a very clear and 
I concise statement of the view which Is 
! prevalent among Canadians as to their 
-obligations to the Mother Country, .and 
their view is to a large extent typical 
I Of those held in other large colonies. 
In it the writer gives one to understand 
that Canada is never likely to consent 
to give a yearly contribution towards 
the upkeep of the British navy, -which 
now carries out the duties of guarding 
her shores. It is true that the old 
are now extinct, hut the place of 
the former had been taken by a 
far more powerful cruiser squadron, 
which periodically visits the same 



waters, and which, owing to the high 
speed, consequent mobility, and elli- 
eiency of the vessels which compose it, 
Is In reality a much greater protection 
than the old fleet of unarmored cruis- 
ers, whose only practical value was to 
"show the Hag" in time of peace. For 
in time of war such a fleet by itself , 
could be of very little use, their light- 
ing value being Inconsiderable and ! 
their speed the., those of them which 
possessed sliced) of no value for scout- 
ing, as they had no battle tleet to scout 
for. Hence the fact that these two 
squadrons have been abolished does not 
in any way relieve the colony of her 
debt to the navy, but In reality Increas- 
es it, as undoubtedly her shores are 
better protected under the new than 
under the old regime. 

But the real fact is that Canada 
would prefer to be hi no way Indebted 
to us for the protection of her seaboard. 
Her ambition is to have a navy of her 
own. The writer of the article already 
referred to makes this abundantly 
clear, but he does not deal with the 
difficulties In the way of its realisation. 
Before all others is that of expense. 
With her vast resources, Canada can- 
not for many years meet the outlay 
necessarily Involved In the construction 
and maintenance of a navy. All avail- 
able money Is still required for opening 
ui> the land and developing the trade 
and agriculture of the country. This 
being the case, It is hardly right for 
the colony to spend immense sums on 
building a licet which for many years 
to come could not possibly give any- 
thing approaching the same degree of 
safety to her coasts as is now done for 
nothing by the Imperial Navy, towards 
whose cost she is asked to contribute a 

comparatively insignificant sum. 

In these days when an efficient cruis- 
er of 5,000 to 8,000 tons costs at the 
very least half a million pounds It is 
impossible to build colonial navies thai 
would be really useful. The actual cost 
of building would be enormous, and In 
addition to this there' would be the ex- 
pense attached to the formation of n 
new department and the necessary 
plant, etc., for repairs. .Lilian, by al- 
most superhuman efforts, succeeded In 
building up a navy in the Incredibly 
short period of twenty years, but it was 
only done by the self- sac rl lice and pa- 
triotism of her people, hi her case il 
was necessary that she should have a 
navy If she were lo continue to exist 
as an Independent nation, as she bad 
no one at hand to protect her. it would 
he wrong for any colony to attempt to 
do one quarter as much, because there 
is no actual necessity for such sacrifice. 
In their case it would only binder de- 
velopment, not aid it. The money 
would be diverted from its proper 
channels for the purpose of building an 
utterly unnecessary tleet. 

It is naturally taken for granted that 
any licet which a colony might possess 
would, in the event of war, co-operate 
with the Imperial Navy, hut such co- 
operation between two Heels not in tile 
habit of being directly controlled by the 
same power is by no means Invariably 
a source of strength. The present 
Board of Admiralty have adopted this 
as a maxim, and have instituted the 
system of connecting up all the large 

fleets. 

The next most serious obstacle to the > 
realization of their ambition would be 
the difficulty of recruiting for the reg- 
ular force. Lor to be efficient it would 
be necessary for the proposed tleet to 
be manned hy "continuous service" ' 
men and not by a sort of militia or re- 
serve. The 'nucleus" crew system 
which has just been introduced into the 
British Navy might be tried, but the' 
proportion of regulars would have to 
be greater than in our tleet, as Canada 
would have no trained reserve of old 
men-.)- war's men to fall back on — at 
any rate for many years to come — and 
It is Impossible for volunteers who only 
do a few weeks' training in the course i 
of a year, and whose acquaintance with 
the unique conditions of life in a war- 
ship is extremely slight to be of any 
great assistance unless they are asso- 
ciated with men who are thoroughly 
trained and accustomed to their work. 
In a country where work on shore Is ! 
well paid and plentiful ami unique op- 
portunities are offered for capable men, 
it is difficult lo see whence a permanent 
force could be recruited without the In- 1 
(luce men t of excessive rates of pay. 

These obstacles alone seem lo be suf- 
ficient to discredit the idea of separate 
colonial service navies. The work they 
would do Is at phesent cheaply and 
efficiently performed by the Mother! 
Country, and there is no reason to sup- 
pose that she will not continue to do 
so w illingly. It is, however, only rea- 
sonable that the colonies should bear 
sonic small share of the burden. The 
total contribution of the Australian and 
South African colonies Is £ 134,000. No I 
more is asked of Canada than of any 
other colony, and she receives the same 
benefit as the rest 



whom a seat bad to be found. Mr. 
Martin was not the man to allow him- 
self to be set aside in this summary 
way, and a friendly arrangement was 
made with the Canadian Pacific by 
which he went to British Columbia as 
special counsel for that company. Dur- 
ing the period when he was so engaged 
the Crow's Nest contract was made 
between the company and the govern- 
ment. 

Though up to this time Mr. Martin's 
political career had been rather strenu- 
ous and violent it was placid compared 
with what was yet to come. In 1897 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, without knowing 
the full horror id' what he was doing, 
made Senator Mclnnls lieutenant-gov- 
ernor of British Columbia. This gen- 
tleman desired to be a real governor, 
and after restraining himself until the 
following August, he abruptly dis- 
missed the Turner administration. 
There had been a general election and 
both sides claimed a majority. With- 
out waiting to see which was nearest 
right the governor decided against 
both, dismissed the Turner ministry, 
passed over the opposition leaders and 
till other members of the House, and 
called upon Mr. Beaven, who was not 
elected and had not even been in the 
previous legislature. At that time Mr. 
Semlln and Mr. Martin were rivals for 
the leadership of Mr. Turner'b oppon- I 
ento. Mr. Beaven failed to form a 
government, and Mr. Semlln was In- | 
vited to do so. Mr. Martin made up 
with him and became attorney-general \ 
This relation continued less than a 
year, when Mr. Martin made a speech 
at a Ross) and banquet in which be 
used language thought to be rather 
too rude even for a mining camp after 
dinner. Mr. Semlln promptly called 
upon him to resign, whereupon Mr. I 
Martin organized a combination 
against the Semlln government. At 
the next session lie succeeded on a 
sudden vote in obtaining a. majority - 
of one over the goveramenrt. Governor 
Midlines al once dismissed the Semlln 

government, although the ministry 
was able on the same day to show a 
majority on a want of confidence mo- | 
lion. Mr. Martin was invited to form, 
an administration, which he announced I 
on the first day of March. 1900. The 
House was dissolved ami in the election 
which followed the Martin government; 
was swept out of existence. (1111 of the 

thirty-eight members returned the 
leader had seven supporters. There- 
upon Sir Wilfrid Laurier dismissed' 
Governor Mclnnls, appointing Sir 
Henri Joly in his place. In the mean- 
time Mr. Dunsmulr had formed a mln- j 
Istry, «'ll!Ch was continued by Colonel 
Prior on the same lines. Mr. Martin 
who had been elected leader of the 
Liberal party in British Columbia, act- 
ed as an Independent critic of the 
coalition administration. Finally Gov- ! 
ernor Joly concluded that the Prior 
government had not his confidence, 
lie dismissed the premier anil sum- 
moned Mr. McBrlde, the nominal op- 
position leader, to form an adminis- 
tration. Mr. McBrlde thereupon form- 
ed a straight Conservative ministry, 
which has continued three years and 
lias stood the test of one general elec- 
tion. At (hat election, held in 1902, Mr. 
Martin was defeated in Vancouver 
city, which he had previously repre- 
sented. The next day lie declared: "I 
have quit, retired for all rime. 1 am 
disgusted with politics." Nevertheless 
Mr. Martin lias been quite generous 
with bis criticisms ever since, distribut- 
ing it quite freely between parties. 
Th" Liberals got little help from him 
In the last federal election. 

While from his antecedents we may 
therefore expect Mr. Martin to carry 
on a lively campaign In Manitoba if 
he should undertake one. it would not 
be safe to make predictions as to what 
the result would be to Mr. Martin or 
tlie country. 

Mr. Richardson, formerly Liberal j 
member for Lisgar. who is mentioned i 
as likely to join in the independent 
campaign, has a more steady record. 
He bus held lo the Liberal platform of 
1893. When, the party left it be did not 
go with the leaders. The consequence 
was that the machine was operated 
against him. He was unseated after 
the election of 1900, and subsequently 
defeated in the by-election. Last year 
be accepted nomination as an Inde- 
pendent candidate against Mr. Sifton 
in Brandon and w as not successful, j 
Mr. Richardson has a newspaper, the 
Winnipeg Tribune, which was a power 
in the country against the remedial 
bill in Manitoba, and is taking tlie 
same ground against tlie school clauses 
of the autonomy hill. ,

POLITICALLY REMINISCENT 



St. John Sun. 

The .statement that Joseph Martin, 
ex-M. P., ex -attorney-general of Mani- 
toba, ex-premier of British Columbia, 
former leader of the western Liberals. Is 
likely to form an Independent political! 
party in Manitoba and the West, is not 
without interest. Hitherto Mr. Mar- 
tin's talents have appeared to be 
rather more of the destructive than of 
the constructive order. His career has 
boon more spectacular than successful, 
though he Is undoubtedly a man of 
ability. 

Mr. Martin is a native of i (ntarin. Hi 
was born In 1852 al Milton, where bis 
father carried on a lumber business, 
and also owned Hour mills. Joseph 
((included not to be a captain of in- 
dustry, and after a short course of 
school teaching he studied law. and go- 
Ing West, was called to the Manitoba 
bar In 1882. He was in the provincial 
legislature the next year, and sal in 
thai chamber for a decade. So strenu- 
ously did Mr. Martin light the Conserv- 
ative government at Winnipeg that in 
1XSX, when Mr. Greenway obtained con- 
trol, he took Mr. Martin into tlie gov- 
ernment as attorney-general. While 
holding this position. Mr. Martin in- 
troduced and carried through the legis- 
lature the Education Act. which abol- 
ished separate schools. Afterwards he 
appeared before the Privy Council to 
defend the measure. It Is generally 
supposed that tlie relations became 
strained between Mr. Grcenway and 
Mr. Martin in t in third year of their 
association as members of the same 
cabinet. Mr. Martin resigned in 1891 
and in tlie federal general election con- 
tested Selkirk against .Mr. Daly, who 
was afterwards minister of the inter- 
ior. Mr. Martin failed, bul two years 
later he was returned for Winnipeg, 
capturing that seat In a by-election. 
During the subsequent three years he 
was the most violent and perhaps the 
most offensive of the opponents of the 
late government. He certainly did his 
share to make uncomfortable the life 
of Sir Charles Tupper and his imme- 
diate predecessors In the premiership. 
Rut when the time for receiving the re- 
ward came there was nothing for Mr. 
Martin. Me bad been defeated in 
Winnipeg by Hugh John Macdnnald, 
but that need not have excluded him 
from the ministry, especially as the 
place was given to a Mr. Sifton, for

ARCTIC MAIL DELIVERY. 

Toronto Globe. 

"Fort McPliersou Post Office., Arctic 
Circle." The idea of addressing n letter 
in such a way and luiving.it delivered by 
agents of the post blllce department 
would have 1 1 deemed absurd and im- 
practicable at one lime. Today it lias 
become an established fact. A few years 
ago Edmonton was the remotest "point 
111 tin- Northwest Territories reached by 
tho Canadian post otllce. Beyond, no 
attempt hail been tnnde to extend 'postal 
facilities. Nevertheless there wns a scat- 
tered population! throughout the vast 
area hot ween Ednuijitoii ami the Arctic 
regions wholly unserved by the post 
office. Quietly but steadily, however, 
tiie nost olllee is embracing this great 
exDuuse of territory in the postal area, 
and has now in successful operation a 
post otiieo at Fort McPherson, a point 
on the .Mackenzie river not far from 
Heaufort Sea, situate in latitude 148 
north, distant over 2.0011 miles northerly 
from I'Minonton, and nearly 5,000 mile's 
1 rent Ottawa, Dot ween Ko'n M e l'herson 
and Edmonton the department 'has been 
gradually establishing other post offices, 
Inn owing 10 their grenl distance from 
pitch other has supplemented their work 
by arranging with the couriers to de- 
liver mail mailer to settlers on the way 
bol ween the various offices. 

Fancy rural delivery in the Aropo 
regions! Vet that is practically what is 
happening. Ii is less than four years 
since the department inaugurated its 
policy of. mail services ami post otllcos 
north of ICdinoiilon, It began by estob- 1 
lishiitg a mail sorvioe bet ween JStlmon- ! 
ton and A I ha ha sea Landing, a point mi 
the Athabasca river about one hundred j 
miles from Ibe former place. This ser- 
vice having been successfully carried 
out. ibe department in the following 
veur established a mail service between 
Athabasca Uir.ding and Pence itiver 
Crossing, a distance of some 'MX) miles; 
also a service between Fence Itiver 
Crossing and Spirit itiver. a distance of 
7o miles: also a service from Pence Itiver 
Crossing lo Fori Vermillion, a distance 
of about 2110 miles. In lOOH successful 
efforts were adopted lo reach Fort Chlp- 
ewvun, a point on Lake Athabasca, dis- 
tant Uio miles further north. Apart 
from 1 lie very grenl expense involved in 
1 hose services-, rite question was whether 
I ho v could he successfully performed 
throuehoul Hie winter. The country be- 
ing without mads of any kind, anil cov- 
ered wit h ice and- snow, the only prac- 
ticable means of. transportation ate dog 
teams.

There Is no spot in the pages of journalism where you pet more 
directly into the hearts and minds of the public than In those classl- 
•fied advertisements typified as the "want columns." They become soon, 
of course, in journals which get very close to the people, the 
"want" pages. Here, to use Goethe's felicitous expression, you find 
yourself truly in "the thick of life" and you feel the full currents 
of business activities and human pleasures. 

I know nothing, really, that is more distinctly human in the busy 
roll of printed daily records than these pages. 

Considering how numerous and various are the wants of all classes 
in our complex modern civilization, it is quite natural and commend- 
able that publishers of papers should extend the greatest hospitality 
to the insertion of the briefest or the largest want notice. To secure a 
whole page of notices and appeals of this sort is to assert, or to sug- 
gest by Implication, that the journal having this feature is read by 
everybody. In other words, it is very near, as a matter of course, to 
the entire public in the particular territory where it circulates. V?ry 
much more is also nccompllsheed by having the "want" page volumin- 
ous. It tells other advertisers that the journal so favored is a real 
vox populi— mat what is said in it is seen and read all through Its 
especial field. 

There is no kind of advertising so interesting or that means so much. 

Mu/ny dailies in their "wants" classified group together along with 
the typical "want" notices advertisements that are "wants" only 
through this constructive courtesy. This often makes the department 
so set apart cover several pages. The truth, is that, while all adver- 
tising Is the appeal for something wanted— customers or patronage — 
the typical "want' 'is some single temporary desire—or perhaps two 
or three together— that an answer or series of answers may at once 
and therefore wholly extinguish. Even If the same "want" of the 
same person occurs it year later, it is essentially a. new and separate 
notice. All typical "wants" are not over a few lines in length and 
are distinguished hy the fact that they are not often or long con- 
tinued. A few insertions at the most and their brevity, are their 
distinguishing characteristics. 

Koine of the "wants"— In foreign papers especially, aind sometimes 
in our own— are grotesque enough to go Into a funny department. 

It Is probably the help wanted or position wauled features of the 
classified notices that the most unusual and odd combination of desires 
appear. They are frequently conglomerated so homogeneously that 
their juxtaposition and extravagance at once arouse the very dullest 
sense of humor. 

Yet the writers of them speak in a solemn 
serious way, of the almost impossible thing 
find compounded in one place or personality. 

There is no end to the varieties and oddities in "want" advertising. 
To Illustrate how much we all want in this world— so much more in 
some instances (I the largest number, in fact)— than we shall ever 
get: It was Ralph Emerson who once wittily said, when traveling ouo 
day in Boston, to a follow passenger, that he "was going to Boston to 
hire an Angel to do housework at $2 a week." And how well that 
describes the futility of human expectations. 

There is another class of "wants" that, properly speaking, Is of 
an Interesting nature per se, without being grotesque at all, or only 
so in rare instances. I mean the "exchange wants." As everybody 
•who has wares and chattels is apt to own several things he doesn't 
■wo/it, and wants a number of things he Is destitute of, the Held for 
saying tills in detail is very wide. In England for years and years the 
"exchange wants" have been a frequent feature of certain journals, 
while there are journals there, I believe — or there were — that make 
this kind of advertising their one function. They are periodicals In 
which that advertising is "reading matter." 

You have a boat and want a gun, or a hive of bees and want a 
plough, or a lumber wagon and want a road wagon, and so forth over a 
long list.

Landing Party From the French 
Vessel Punishes Natives 
for Massacres. 



Steamer Mlowern brought details of flic 
recent attacli by natives of the Island of 
Mallleolo or Mulekulu, on a small punitive 
expedition recently landed from the 
French warship Muerthc. According to 
news received from the South .Sens liy the 
'Mlowern, during the past year or two sev- 
eral murders of French nnd English set- 
tlers have heen committed by the natives 
of :in Islam] -village Known its Bullies, in 
the Island of Malllcollo, and it was witli 
ihe object of avenging these outrages that 
the Kreneh warship Muerthc was recently 
despatched from Noumea to the Now He- 
brides. The Meurtho anchored in South- 
■west Bay, and from these despatched n 
punitive expedition Inland, under the direc- 
tion of Lieut. Malndrevlllo. All the mem- 
bers of the party were well tinned, and 
were accompanied l>y a hand of natives 
from the Loyalty Islands. The Instructions 
of tae expedition were to capture the ac- 
tual murderers, and to Impress them with 
the enormity of their crimes. 

The expedition commi ed Its march In- 
land, and after climbing for fully tin hour 
through the difficult paths which follow 
the beds of the river and up the moun- 
tains, reached the village of Bullies. It 
was the wish of the commandant <>( the 
Meurt'he that the natives of the hush 
should lie given to clearly understand that 
tile fact t tint they lived some miles from 
the coast would not deter the French au- 
thorities from nvengtng the murders of 
whites, and the natives were taken com- 
pletely by surprise. As soon as the ap- 
proach of till! expedition was noticed the 
natives- struck up a tone on their remnrk- 
nhle musical Instruments. Tills proceed- 
ing was recognized by the natives as a 
call to arms, and about 100 Kanakas, 
fully armed with rifles, soon congregated 
ot th" entrance to the village of Etiiilis. 
A group of about 30 of the natives appear- 
ed to he friendly towards the expedition, 
and by signs Invited the marines tu ad- 
vance, assuring them of safety. Includ- 
ed among this remarkable group wore two 



of the tribes. The punitive expedition un 
dor the direction of Lieut. Maindreville, 
advanced and seized three of the natives. 
Including the two chiefs. 

t; miner Moal, of the Meurtho. who was 
endeavoring to. Interest the natives, was a 
few moments later shot by a man who was 
concealed in a hut but a few cards dis- 
tant. The bullet entered the back of the 
unfortunate man's head, pierced the brain, 
and made Its exit through his forehead. 
Moal immediately fell to the ground, and 
mi examination disclosed the fact that 
dentil had taken place. 

Exchange of Shots 

The detachment fired upon the natives In 
revenge, and completely routed them. 
Without waiting for a second shot, how- 
ever, the natives reassembled, and opened 
lire again upon the members of the ex- 
peditionary force. In self-defence the 
Frenchmen tlrcil another volley, and four 
of the natives fell. By this time the ma- 
jority of the men had disappeared into the 
hills, and Lieut. Maindreville arrived at 
the conclusion that it would be futile to 
follow In pursuit. By Ills orders, there- 
fore, the expedition set lire to two of the 
native huts, which were completely do- i 
stroyed. . 

The body of the unfortunate gunner was 
placed on a stretcher and carried by Ids 1 
comrades as quickly as possible towards 
the coast, followed by the remainder of 
1lie .members of the expedition. When the 
advance guard hud reached the bottom of 
a ravine the treacherous unlives, who had 
evidently heen shadowing the movements 

or Hie expedltl again nppeared behind 

Ihe shelter of trees and rucks, and fired 
several ritle shots into the ranks of the 
Frenchmen. One bullet struck Gunner Lc 
uMoulec. but the wound Indicted was not 
of a serious character. The gun lie was 
carrying was damaged by another bullet, 
while a third struck Ills cartridge belt. 
These were the last shots tiriMl by the 
natives, and the descent to the const was 
completed without further Incident. 

Th(! funeral of Gunner Moal took place 
lit. l'ort .Sandwich, and was attended by 
the whole of the French and English set- 
tlers, ns well as by many missionaries. 
C'ommnndaut Harbin, of the Meurtho, and 
■Honil Gunner M. Iiussell delivered Impres- 
sive funeral orations. In which they re- 
ferred to tlie bravery of their late com- 
rade. At the instance of Mr. Vlgonreux, 
tlie representative of (lie French company 
In the New Hebrides, n subscription list 
was opened, and there was a libernl re- 
sponse. The proceeds were handed to 
Commandant Uarbln. who undertook tu 
forward the amount to the widow of the 
unfortunate man. 

A week Inter the Meurtho paid another 
visit to Southwest Hay. Mnlllcollo, and 
found that matters were extremely quiet, 
on the coast. Tlie natives of Bullies ap- 
peared to have abandoned their village, 
and retired into the mountains. 

Some of the Murders 

Malekula or jinllleollo has been Ihe 
scene of innumerable murders by natives 
ever since trailers commenced to visit tlie 



swooped down on the boat. The natives 
Were Armed With Rifles 

and siiol four of tlie .men from the Cluirol- 
lulse In rapid succession. Tlie fifth man, 
upon noticing the approach of the Infuri- 
ated tribe, jumped overboard and swam 
towards the ketch, anchored some dis- 
tance away. The natives several times 
fired on the swimmer from the shore, lint 
by constant diving lie succeeded In making 
good his escape, mid eventually reached 
the Charollalso In safely. Captain Gnu- 
tbler, having heard Ihe tiring on shore, had 
In tlie meantime launched the lifeboat ql 
the Clulrolbilse, and attended by two other 1 
members of his crew at once put off for 
the scene. Captain Gnuthlcr and his at- 
tendants had taken the precaution to arm 
themselves with Winchester rides, but up- 
on Hearing tlie beach the tribe of natives 
made oil' for the mountains. The muster 
of the ketch found the bodies of the four 
murdered men in the bottom of the boat, 
which had been looted by the natives be- 
fore they decamped. 

As pointed out a few days ago. the mas- 
sacre of Captain Rlchuyd Pentecost and 
six members of the native crew of the la- 
bor recruiting schooner Petrel In the Now 
Hebrides upwards of a year ago was one 
or the most revolting tragedies In the his- 
tory or the South Sea Islands. The schoon- 
er was at anchor, when a large band of 
natives armed with spears and other weap- 
ons swsoped down on Ihe little craft, tak- 
ing the unfortunate men unawares. Cap. 
tiiln Pentecost was securely bound by 
ropes, ids legs and nrms being pinioned, 
lie -vas then placed against a tree while 
the infuriated natives cast .scores of spears 
at his body. While he was still alive and 
conscious ihe natives carried him to the 
foreshores and cast him Into the water in- 
fested with sharks. 

In September last year news reached 
Sydney by the Tnmho of the murder of 
Mr. Seguy, a trader, residing at one of 
the stations belonging to Mr. Alec Cnr- 
nilehael on Tomnien Itinud at Malekula 
or Mnlllcollo, The accounts showed that 
the deceased was taken unawares while [ 
he was at West Malekula. He was sud- 
denly set upon by a band of wild mil Ives, 
ami was unable to defend himself from the , 
murderous attack. Mr. Seguy was shot, 
and till' natives then decamped. The de- 
ceased was French horn, and Ills employer. 
Mr. Cnrmlchnel, Is a French subject. 



The British Columbia Phurmnceutienl 
llecord, u Victoria publication, in its Oc- 
tober issue just to hand, litis the follow- 1 l'owei 
ing about the proposed merger: 

"Probably no movement has caused so 
much repressed excitement throughout 
the length and breadth of Canada as 
bus the proposed combine of the whole- 
sale drug trade.

"It is not the province of this article to 
deal with ineffectual attempts that have 
been made to combat the cutting prin- 
ciple; everyone knows how every scheme 
so fur devised has failed for lack of 
unanimity anil the failure of the manu- 
facturer to stand by the wholesalers. 
The retail trade have proved their in- 
ability or mi willingness to right them- 
selves, although it is perfectly within 
their power. What has heen finally hop- 
ed for by the retail drug trade will, it 
is confidently expected, be accomplished 
should the 'merger take place. hleon- 
omy in tlie transaction of the business 
of tile wholesnlo trade will undoubtedly 
I xereised by the decrease of expens- 
es, prices will in- lowered rather than the 
reverse. The cutting evil can be per- 
Miadnd to change its ways because those 
who persuade will have power behind 
their snnsion. The multiplying of drug 
store- in tow ns able only to barely no- 
comniodilte the present businesses, will 
also lie controlled, as the wholesalers in 
their wisdom t ogive advice on the sub- 
ject of opening up. In u word, the whole- 
salers think that never before were they 
as near the time when tlie true spirit of 
co-operation between retailor and whole- 
saler may become an accomplished fact."

"Now. as to the loss of the indemnity. 
The sum was reasonable and moderate 
that we asked. We have spent enor- 
mous sums of money, as is known to all 
the civilized world. We asked thai ■■> 
be repaid. 

"But when the vanquished party said 
that they could not pay, mid that they 
would not pay, what could we do? We 
decided to waive the indemnity, and 1 
will endeavor to explain t tic- reason for 
This. The Japanese race is imbued with 
the spirit of Bushido and the honor of 
the Samurai. The honor of our country, 
individual and national, is far greater 
to us than money. In the minds of the 
sons of Nippon, nurtured on the leader 
of Samurai, money is an indifferent mat- 
ter. Honor is of far greater importance 
and the fact that by this struggle with 
(Russia my country has boon able to take 
its seat in the college of the nations of 
the world is something beyond the pur- 
chasing power of money. 

"Wo have shown to the world that we 
have high capacity and sound morals. 
Our treatment of prisoners of war has 
been conducted along the linos of hu- 
inanity and kindness, and equal to the 
practices of Christian nations. Though 
stimgatized ns pagans, we have shown 
that we can be as just and kind as 
'-Christians, and I believe we have gained 
the respect of the Christian world. 

Won Admiration, 
i "In our strategy and tactics In the 
equipment and' movement of our army 
and navy Ave have won — this I have 
been frequently told — the admiration of 
nations. Are not these the. fruits of our 
victory'.' Then, what do we care for 
money'.' The Russians said: "We can't 
pay.' 'Very well,' we replied, 'we will 
iwl force upon you the indemnity. We 
■wish peace and cordial relations after 
the' war.' 

"Japan does not wish to fight all the 
time, hut when any Infringes on our 
national liberty, then we hasten to arise 
to the defence of our country, and to 
this defence every man ill Japan would 
i-uilv around the banner of the Mikado. 

"Russia has asked for 'peace with 
honor.' We have contended for peace 
•with justice. Both have been obtained, 
and we regard humanity, civilization 
and the pence of the world of far greater 
value than money. That was tho aim of 
the conference, and rather than it should 
fail, we made the seeming sacrifice. 
■Money is a very insignificant factor in 
the Japanese mind. 

i "No doubt that my countrymen at 
home will he disappointed at the failure 
to obtain indemnity, but when they real- 
ize that Japan has sacrificed nothing and 
lins gained by her liberality a place 
among the civilized nations of tho world, 
they will be quick to dismiss tho fact of 
the seeming loss from their minds.

"As to the cost of the war. already we 
have taken all tho necessary financial 
steps to more than over the enormous 
expense. Japanese finances are in ex- 
cellent shape, and we have as yet used

Mail and Empire. 

The announcement is made that Lord 
Minto will leave for India early in the 
coming month. Our ox-Governor thus 
experiences but a brief respite from of- 
ficial duties. In India Lord Minto will 
bo on not altogether unfamiliar ground, 
lie was there before — on the staff of 
Lord Roberts, and one of his ancestors, 
the first Lord Minto, was in the early 
part of flu' last century Governor of 
Ltcngn I. 

Work to Bo Done. 

Although Lord Cnrzou was a brilliant 
and able administrator, that ruler leaves 
to Lord .Minto serious problems that will 
have to he solved. One of these has to 
do with the very province over which 
the ancestor of Lord Minto presided, 
nearly a century ngo. In what appears 
to he an arbitrary fashion, the late Gov- 
ernor divided Bengal into two adminis- 
trative divisions, the province has a 
population of some eighty niillioins, and 
is therefore far too largo. Division was 
a necessity of government. But tho 
work is alleged to ln\,ve been done with- 
out regard to the interests anil wishes 
of the great mass of the people. Tribes 
have been cut in two when they ought 

to have I i kept together, and people 

who have little or nothing in common \ 
have been placed under one jurisdiction, 
when separation would have been belter. 
There is said to bo a warm feeling over 
the matter throughout the province, and! 
Lord Minto will have to deal with tho 
question. The system in India throws 
a greater degree of responsibility upon 
the Governor than does the system hero, 
and as a consequence tin' work of con- 
ciliation must he personally undertaken. 
Relations With Kitchener. 
There can he little doubt that the re- 
lations of the now Governor with Lord 
Kitchener, the commander-in-chief, wi'l 
he far more satisfactory than were the 
relations of Lord Curzon with that of- 
ficer. The military ditllculty will there- 
fore he speedily settled. Rul there al- 
ways will be a difference of opin- 
ion touching i ho merits of I h • 
j Ciirzon-Gitohener controversy. which 
j brought about the crisis, and led 
evening! to Lord Clinton's retirement. The 
facts have been frequently discuss- 
ed: but at this point there is no harm in 
briefly recapitulating. Lord Kitchener 
was sent to India to lake charge of the 
military branch. That general, it stands 
to reason, would insist upon the carrying 
' mil of such plans as he might devis.'. 
j failing which ho would resign his post

It. M. S. Empress ot India was late in 
sailing; it was early this morning he- 
fore the white liner started for Japan. 
Notwithstanding the lateness of the hour 
there were mnn.y of the local Japanese 
colony at the wharf to say "Sayomvril" 
to Baron Komura, Huron KnJteko and 
their parties. The former was the Jap- 
anese peace plenipotentiary who made 
the unpopular- treaty of Portsmouth. 
Baron Kuneko was sent to the United 
.Slates by the Japanese government at 
the commencement of tbo war, when 
Baron Suyematsu was sent to I li cit t Bri- 
tain to write, lecture and be interviewed; 
in fact, to keep Japan btfore the world 
in a good light. lie was very success- 
ful. Baron Komura was accompanied 
iby Messrs. Sato, Honda, Suzuki, Konishi. 
and Saki. Other passengers were H. 
Molyneux of New York, A. J. H. Oarlill, 
of the well-known shipping linn of Dod- 
wcll & Co. There were a larger num- 
ber of steerage passengers than usual, 
over 100 Chinese embarking here. This 
is the first contingent of the throng which 
goes ihome every year for the Chinese 
New Year festivities, which commence 
in February next. There was an aver- 
age cargo of general freight. The liner 
had been delayed at Vancouver awaiting 
the mails, ami did net sail from the Ter- 
minal City until (1 p. in. After a short 
stay here she left in the early morning 
fur Yokohama. 



HARBOR LIGHTS. 

Red Lights to Be Installed on Sehl and 
McLaughlin Points. 

On Sehl's point and McLaughlin point 
in the inner harbor two powerful red 
lights will be placed to aid navigators 
entering the harbor. These points were 
selected after investigation by Col. An- 
derson, chief engineer of the department 
of marine and fisheries. The contract 
for the lights lias been awarded to the 
B.'C. Electric Railway Company. The 
schooner Mermaid, which is to be made 
a light ship off the Sandheads, will be 
placed in position about October 20th. 
The .schooner — "Sandbead Lightship No. 
Hi" — will have two masts, witli a light 
on the foremast. A large fog bell, to 
ring mechanically every ten seconds dur- 
ing foggy weather, is also being installed. 
The present Sandheads light will he 
abandoned when the lightship is in po- 
sition. Co]. Anderson will leave for the 
west coast on the return of the Quadra 
from Egg island to locate a position for 
another const lighthouse. 



SUGAR STEAMER VOLGA. 

Arrived Yesterday Morning With a 
Cargo of Raw Sugar. 

Tho steamer Volga, loaded with a 
full cargo of raw surgar from Sourahayn, 
Java, for the British Columbia sugar 
refinery at Vancouver, passed up yester- 
day morning. The Volga, a British 
steamer of 2,851 tons, commanded by 
Cnpt. Pattie, occupied .'if) days on the 
voyage from file port of the Dutch Ori- 
ent. When the Volga sailed there was 
considerable excitement among the 
Dutch of that section, who were outfit- 
ting and despatching transports for the 
suppression of the revolution in the Cele- 
bes.

Another Trial of Case of Ship Santa 
Clara vs. Tug Mystery. 

Capt. Williams of the Alaska Packers' 
association arrived from the Golden (late 
yesterday to attend the hearing of the 
case of the Alaska Packers' association 
vs. S. A. Spencer, set for the sitting of 
the Supreme court today.

She raised the anchor to take a low prof- 
fered by the tug .Mystery and went 
ashore. The suit was brought, alleg- 
ing the stranding of the ship to be due 
to t he negligence of the t ug.

RATES ADVANCING. 

Increased Freights for Cargoes tlo 
Vladivostok ?nd Oriental Ports. 

Since the war ended, rates for Ori- 
ental freights have been constantly 
advancing because of the demand for 
carriers. Soon after peace was de- 
clared, some charters were made at 
$4.75, but steamship owners soon raised 
the price to $5.75 and are now asking 
$6 for Vladivostok. The Empress of 
India, yesterday took all the freight she 
could carry. The steamers Hyadesand 
Tremont, loading on the Sound, are 
tilled; and the steamers Vermont and 
Cralghall have been chartered to carry 
extra freight. The .steamers Twicken- 
ham and Romford are also expected 
to load. The last two will carry flour 
for Vladivostok. The boycott is being 
severely felt by American shippers, 
especially in the export cotton goods 
trade. There is. I bough, a great de- 
mand for general freight since the war 
eiubal. The Australian trade Is also 
good. A recent issue of the Australian 
Star of Sidney says: "The Union com- 
pany lias arranged with the Canadian 
Pacific Hallway for low through rates 
of freight to the Interior points In 
Ca'tiuila, and their effort to lead to an 
interchange id' our commodities is lead- 
ing In the best results. Tbo Cana- 
dians themselves have now been con- 
vinced that this is tin! natural market 
for many of the" commodities needed 
there, nnd they nre anxious to encour-

ANOTHER LUMBER SHIP. 

The ship Eclipse, which arrived at 
Port TownBend a few days ago from 
Shanghai, was tow-.-d to Chemainus on 
Sunday to load lumber. The Eclipse 
Ik the fourth lumber ship at Che- 
mainus. The others loading there are 
the Comllebanlc for Antofogasta, Dec- 
can for South Africa, and the Dech- 
tiiont for the Utiited Kingdom. The 
Eclipse will load for South Africa. The 
freight market for both lumber and 
wheat l.s very brisk these days. Among 
the grain charters noted Is thnt of the 
ship Euphrosyne, which was two yearn 
at San Francisco awaiting ;i charter. 
She arrived at tho Bay City on Sep- 



tember 2:1, 11)011, ami received orders on 
September 20, 1005. When the vessel 
arrived at the Golden Gate the prevail- 
ing rates were 17s (Id; now the rates 
are 27s 6d. There are six of twelve 
disengaged vessels ai San Francisco 
which have been in port lor two years. 

Captain Bernier's proposal to make 
an attempt to reach the north pole in 
the government steamer Arctic, in 
which he l.s now en route from Hud- 
son's Bay, has been again set aside. 
Captain Bornier wished to conn- via 
Cape Horn to this coast, and sail for 
the pole via Behring Sea. The gov- 
ernment has Informed him thnt the 
Arctic is needed for other purposes. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The minister of murine has been in 
communication with the superintend- 
ent or the Marconi company with re- 
gard io the Installation of stations on 
the British Columbia const, presumably 
at Capt Beale and Carmanah. If is 
expected that Australian and Oriental 
steamers will install Instruments for 
communication with the shore when 
coaat . Instruments are established.
